One of the so-called syndicate-let- 


ters of Mr. Frank G. Carpenter, dat­ 


ed at Jamarang on the Island of Java, 


several years ago, and published in a 


Chicago paper, was the cause of the

cency of an entire class of business 
people in our country that I accepted 
them with a large dose of common 
salt, and started in to see for myself 
If, therefore, in 
carrying 
out— to 
some effect— and in the interest of 
eternal truth and ordinary decency— 
my self-imposed task, I have commit­ 
ted the “cardinal” sin of “ butting in" 
where none wanted me, Mr. Frank G. 
Carpenter should in some degree be 
held responsible.

state­ 
ments of that well known writer was

The trade papers and 
trade magazines, such as the Ameri­
